A. J. Hooke for 2000 shares, and Mr. Spady for 2000 shares, 





being the whole of the issued share capital up to that time. 
The annual report made up to December 31st, 1951 shows: 
Mr. Alfred John Hooke, 3000 shares; Mr. Chris Hooke, 3000 
shares; Mr. John H. Campbell, 3000 shares; and Mr. Spady, 
3000 shares. 
That continued unchanged at the end of 1952. At the

MR. CLEMENT: (Cont.) end of 1953 the shareholdings were these: 
Mr. Chris E. Hooke, 4000 shares; Mr. John H. Campbell, 4000 
shares; and Mr. Spady, 4000 shares; with the notation that 
Mr. Hooke*s holdings had been transferred on May 2nd 1953, 
that is the 3000 shares which he held had been transferred 


as to 1000 each to the persons I have named. 





Then the Return of Allotment which is stamped as having 
been registered on August 30th, 1950, shows an allotment of 
2000 shares to A. J. Hooke on July 31st that year; of 2000 
shares to Mr. Spady on the same date. 

The next Return of Allotment, September 4th, 1951, is 
the registration date, it shows an allotment of 3000 shares 
to John H. Campbell on July 31st 1951; Chris E. Hooke of 
3000 shares on the same date. 

And the Return of Allotment registered on October 26th 
1951 shows an allotment of shares to A. J. Hooke on Septembe 
28th 1951 of 1000, and a similar allotment to Mr. Spady on 
the same date.

What date is that? I recall --

I recall a memo dealing with light. 

Yes, you won't disagree with me if I say that is what it 
says? 

No I won't. Yes, there is a memo. 

Yes, conjoined with the complaint that there is something 


radically wrong regarding the heat and smoke conditions?

When speaking to you regarding lights I understood it would 
run about seven or eight dollars a month."

Yes, and on the 23rd of November, 1946 Mr. Potter, the 
manager of the Treasury Branch at Rocky Mountain House 
writes to Mr. Stacey, the superintendent of buildings to say 
that he had been talking to Mr. Hooke about a caretaker at 
the branch?

Thank you, and on the 28th of November, 1946 the caretaker 
recommended by Mr. Hooke is agreed to be employed or somethin 
along those lines? 28th of November, 1946? 

This is commenced December 1st, 1946 from Mr. Stacey to Mr. 
Potter of the Treasury Branch. "--" on the 28th of November, 
1946 Mr. Stacey to Mr. Potter of the Treasury Branch it 
states "In reply to your letter of the 23rd instant it will 
be quite in order for you to arrange with Mr. A.C. Titford 


to do the janitor work at the Treasury Branch for S25 « CO me 
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(cont. ) month during the winter and $20.00 a month for the 
summer months, this arrangement to commence February lst, 
1946." 

Well, there must be another memorandum of that date, it 

says caretaker recommended by Mr. Hooke, is what it says? 
28th of November? 

Yes, that is what I understood. 

I repeated the 23rd and I was looking at the 23rd. "As our 
Rocky Mountain House branch will be moving into new premises 
very soon, they will require the services of a janitor. A 
janitor service was provided by the owner of the previous 
premises. In this respect they have submitted the name of 
Mr. A.C. Titford who has been recommended by the Honourable 
AG.) «'tHeoke Athy 

Yes. Incidentally yesterday you told the Commissioner, not 
with any great certainty admittedly, that the move was never 
made to that new building. It was, wasn’t it? It was on the 
same lot but a different -- 

There were two buildings abutting one another and the 
property was all owned as one as of that time.

To new space within the same building, yes.

Campbell? 

I am not too familiar with these records, sir. 

You didn't keep them? 

No, I did not. 

We have spent some minutes, Mr. Campbell, I wonder, can you 


assist us a little more erhaps? 
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I am trying to sir, but I have nothing to confirm it right 
hene.. 

Well, what is that that you are looking at in your right 
hand? 

Record sheets. 

What type of record sheets, synoptics? 

Apparently it is $70.00 a thousand there. 

Where? 

On these records here. 

I see, and what does the first date appear to be on those 
records?

Q And how many thousands of feet of lumber did Ideal Homes 
buy from Coombs and sell to Brown and Root or Canadian 


Celanese? You are shaking your head, sir. 

















A I couldn't tell you, sir. 

Q Is Mr. Coombs right when he suggests 250 thousand feet? 

A I would say very close. 

Q And is he correct when he says you ordered the lumber? 

A Not all of it. 

Q You were the manager of the company at this time? 

A Yes, but I didn’t order all of it. 

Q You ordered some of it? 

A Yes, I would say most of it. 

Q Thank you. The documents that you have there, Mr. Campbell, 
I wonder if they can be made available to counsel to 
examine, these records that you have produced? 

A I don’t see why not. 

Q Thank you. I don’t propose, Mr. Commissioner, at this 
moment to put them in until counsel have looked at them. 

THE COMMISSTONER: No, you can table them and they will 
be available for examination by counsel. 

Q MR. GILL: Thank you, sir. And did you accuse 
Coombs of selling a short load of lumber? Well, I don't 
know that it is funny, Mr. Campbell, I am just asking. 

A I wasn't laughing at the question, sir. 

Q I am very pleased. 

A I was not laughing at all. It is sixteen, seventeen years 
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J. H. Campbell - Gill Ex. 

A (Cont.) ago, and to remember whether I accused a man of 
selling lumber short, I know there was one load of lumber 
we were not satisfied with. Now, as to the details as to 
why, I don’t know whether it was because it was for selling 
short or because it was an inferior load, this I wouldn't 
want to say, but I do think it was an inferior grade or 
quality of lumber. 

Q Well, you were buying what, mill run from the planing lot? 

A We were buying lumber from various parties and our agreement 


or understanding with Brown and Root was that we would take 








back all culls. This lumber had to be up to a standard 
specification. Therefore, any lumber that was not suitable 
for Brown and Root we did, we tried to avoid shipping any 
of those loads. 

Q I see, and you dealt with other lumber suppliers other than 
Coombs? 

A Oh, . believe so. 

Q Do you know their names? 

A Their names are all listed in here. 

Q Thank you. You are pointing to these records? 

A Yes sir, 

Q Did you have a deal with Mr. Coombs that if he had to put 
something through the re-saw the price would go up $3.00 
a thousand? 

A Not to my recollection, no. 

Q Do you know he made a claim upon you for some two or three 





hundred dollars of re-sawn lumber based on $3.00 a thousand? 
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No, I don’t recollect it and no person should deliver 
lumber that you have to re-saw. 

Did you refuse to pay Coombs that amount of money? 

I wouldn't want to say. 

Did Ideal Homes ever pay him, this additional amount of 
money that he claimed? 

Additional amount of money for what? 

For re-sawing lumber? 

Well, we wouldn't pay him, not that I had anything to do wit 
because a load of lumber should never have to be re-sawn, it 
is not in salable condition or usable condition when 
delivered if it had to be re-sawn. 

You were in this Inquiry on September 12th, 1967, you were 
here the first day? 

No, I wasn't here the first day. 

I see, were you not subpoenaed for that day? 

Well, I wasn’t here the first day. 

I see, you didn’t hear Mr. Coombs? evidence? 

No, I did not. 

But you have read it in a transcript? 

Yes? 

I see. Who gave you that transcript? 

Well, I read it out of Mr. Maynard's. 

Who? 

From Mr. Maynard. 

Thank you. Mr. Coombs says he was double-crossed by Ideal 


Homes, is he correct in that allegation? 
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I would say no. 

















Did you ever offer Mr. Coombs $50,000.00 to purchase 
lumber if he needed it? 

Definitely not. 

I see. Where were the offices of Ideal Homes at this time, 
always in Calder?
